Stevens stated that a man is serv­ 
ing a year in tile jail of Benton coun­ 
ty who was also fined $1,000. 
He 
wanted to know whether a ear load 
of beer and a quantity of whisky be­ 
longing to the1 man convicted could 
lie confiscated and sold under legal 
process to satisfy the tine 
iii whole 
or part. 
Rutherford’s opinion is simply an 
expression of the views of the attor­ 
ney general’s department, and does 
not directly authorize the county au­ 
thorities of Benton county to seize 
the beer and whisky. 
The opinion is general in Us char­ 
acter and governs future cases of the 
same kind arising in “dry" territory. 
Rutherford holds that it was never 
the legislative intent to prohibit t;ie 
sale under legal process of liquor seiz­ 
ed in “dry” territory to defray the 
expenses of prosecution and to satis­ 
fy the fines imposed. 
The language of the statutes pio* 
bibbing 
the 
sale of intoxicants in 
dry territory is what confused the 
Benton county prosecuting attorney. 
The courts of some of the states have 
held that prohibition 
laws 
prevent 
the “judicial” sale of liquor 
territory the same a* 
od of selling. 
Under 
Rutherford’s 
opinion, 
the 
thirsty of Benton county can pur­

Just 
before 
adjournment Nathan 
Coghlan, for the defense, asked per­ 
mission to place Roche on the stand. 
On the return trip from Reno, he 
said, while all four were under arrest, 
Marsha Warrington had given to As­ 
sistant District Attorney Atkinson, of 
Sacramento, a statement of the elope­ 
ment which was taken down by ail 
official court reporter, and which was 
entirely at variances he was informed, 
w ith her testimony in court.

defense wished this statement in ev­ 
idence. 
Judge Van Fleet held that he had 
no power to compel the prosecution 
to surrender the statement, but he

Miss Warrington testified that she 
and Diggs had been companions of 
Caminetti and Miss Norris on various 
trips to San Francisco, Stockton and 
San Jose, where they had registered 
under false names as married cou­ 
ples.

Girl Hides Her Face 
Before concluding her testimony on 
d rrect examination Miss Warrington 
made admission concerning her rela- j 
lions with Biggs in Reno. 
Lhe hid her face with her hand aud 


spoke iii tones barely audible. 
On 
cross-examination 
Miss 
Warrington 
said that she and Miss Norris had 
accompanied Diggs and Caminetti on 
trips to various California cities pre­ 
vious to the elopcmnt to Reno. 


Attorney Coghlan, for the defense, 
gave early indication that he would 
he merciless. 


Answering his questions, the wit­ 
ness said she was first introduced to 
Diggs by a saloonkeeper named Aus­ 
tin. 


“ Were you introduced by your right 
nam e?” asked 
Coghlan. 
“ No,” re­ 
plied the girl. 
“Didn’t you go frequently to road­ 
houses with 
Diggs?” 
“ Yes, occa­ 
sionally.” 


She added that usually Caminetti 
accompanied Diggs, and 
that 
she 
knew both men were married. 


The witness also said she had met 
Mrs. 
Diggs before she met Diggs, 
and admitted she and Biggs and Cam­ 
inetti and Miss Norris* had spent a 
night in the Grand hotel last Febru­ 
ary.

also stated that they had

a hotel in 
San Jose last 
February, but could

The aged father of Miss Warring­ 
ton is said to have made frequent

Her story in essentials is expected 
to be much like that of Miss Warring­ 
ton, although the latter testified that 
Diggs was the more active in some of 
the quartet’s preparations, which she 
described, than Caminetti, wi;.i whom 
the Norris girl fled.

The actual dam age from the fire 
wag nominal, but the fire com panies 
w ere compelled to play stream s of 
w aler on the blaze for a considerable 
tim e to extinguish the flames. 
The ceilings and floors of the dis­ 
patcher’s office, superintendent’s of­ 
fice and other office rooms w ere com ­ 
pletely saturated, and the main tele­ 
graph office was put com pletely out 
of com m ission until this morning. 
The firemen, under Chief W. 
ll. 
Paul, kept the blaze confined to that 
part of the station upstairs where the 
fire originated, and did well in hold­ 
ing it in check from the other parts 
of the building. 
Within a very short time fellowing 
the fire wires for train dispatching 
were connected up from the division 
engineer’s office and traffic was un­ 
interrupted.
